should consider all the coal land* and 
all the other valuable mines of the 
state, the water power privileges, the 
railroad rights of way and terminals, 
including street railroads, telephones 
and telegraphs, for these are built on 
the most valuable lands; all the gas 
and the electric lighting rights of way. 
built on land of great value, and all 
the city k-ta. some of which are worth 
more than a whole county of farming 
land. Remember it is not ACRES, but 
VALUES, that the single tax is on.
